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Canadians everywhere are gratified 
that the second phase of the 1950 
federal - provincial constitutional confer- 
ence has gotten off to a harmonious start. 

Some may be pardoned if they look 
with sceptical eye at the reported remarks 
of some conference principals, The mem- 
ory of past performance dies slowly, 

Quebec Premier Duplessis’ invitation 
to hold the session in his historic capital 
city is a good omen. 

His expressed hope that the confer- 
ence’s “labors will be fruitful” was under- 
lined by his statement to Prime Minister 
St, Lauren? and his fellow premicrs; he 
said Quebec welcomed them with “real 
pleasure.” 

Premier Duplessis addod that his prov- 
ince wishes to co-operate “frankly” with 
the others, 

And now that the niceties have been 
observed, the real business begins. 


If the premiers—all 10 of them—have 
gone to Quebec prepared to put Canada’s 
greatest good ahead of sectional aims, this 
conference can be a milestone in Canadian 
history. 

It can solve probably the thorniest 
problem facing the country, that of devis- 
ing a method of amending Canada’s con- 
stitution within the country’s borders, 

But if one or more of the premiers is 
not big enough to put first things first, 
little more could result than has resulted 
from previous meetings. 

Those who cherish Canada’s sover- 
eignty and future greatness will warmly 
hope that federalism will triumph over 
provincialism, 

If the main problem can be resolved 
at the Quebec conference, the door will be 
opened to amicable solution of the tangled 
econdary, problems which beset federal-

Dr. Bunche Named Peace Man of Year 


Award of the 1950 Nobel Peace Prize 
to Dr. Ralph Bunche has focused attention 
again on the man who brought the bitter 
Holy Land conflict to an end. 

After United Nations mediator Count 
Folke Bernadotte was assassinated as he 
tried to bring the warring factions to 
peaceful agreement, Dr. Bunche stepped 
in and finished the task, 

Grandson of an American Negro slave, 
it is fitting that the world should acclaim 
his effort by making him recipient of the 
highest award in its power to bestoy: upon 
men who devote their time and energy tv 
the cause of peace, 

The fact that he is the first Negro ever 


to be awarded a Nobel prize in any field is 
cause for gratification. 

It recall the repercussions which fol- 
lowed Dr, Bunche’s refusal of high office 
in the United States government. “The 
home of the free" was too riddled with ra- 
cial prejudice for him to accept the post 
as undersecretary of state. 

It is worthy of note that Dr. Bunche Js 
continuing his work for peace as principal 
director in the United Nations trusteeship 
division. 

Global! citizens in many countries will 
expect to see this 46-year-old make even 
greater contributions to world accord as 
his efforts roll on. 


Only Care Can Stamp Out Fire Menace 


Across much of Northern Alberta a 
heavy pall of smoke has raised another 
monument to man's carelessness,

Practically every one of the fires which 
rampaged over more than 30 different lo- 
calities has been a direct result of human 
careles 3. 

Despite unseasonably hot weather, that 
fact cannot be evaded, 

It is a matter of record that only an 
insignificant percentage of the fires which 
every year take untold lives and million 
of dollars property toll aré set by lightn- 


. ing or instantaneous combustion. 


The great burden of responsibility for 
them falls squarely on the shoulders of 
careless citizens, 


Many fires which last week started 
from supposedly harmless brush and 
straw burning have swept out of control 
to threaten valuable stands of timber, un- 
harvested crops, and settlers’ homes. 

Thoughtless hunters no doubt stand 
responsible for other blazes. The careless 
flicking of a match or cigarette butt has 
caused more fire loss than most nimrods 
care to admit. 

The provincial government has made 
an effort to combat the dangerous out- 
break of fires by cancelling permits for 
brush burning. : 

But the co-operation of every single 
citizen is essential, ; 

A healthy fire-consciousness by all will 
help stamp out the ever-present fire 
hazard. 

And that is the only way it can be done 
—whether in city, town, or open country. 


Let’s Have Some Gas Export Action 


It is to be devoutly hoped that, at 
the-resumed™ gas export hearings in 
Calgary, the provincial government will 
take steps to see that little more time is 
lost in authorizing export of Alberta 
natural gas. 

Current sessions are concerned with an 
application by Western Pipeline Company 
to export gas from southern Alberta to 
Regina and Winnipeg, and then south into 
Minnesota, A branch line would serve 
Saskatoon and Prince Albert. 

Previously heard were applications by 
Westcoast Transmission Co. Ltd., to ex- 
_ over an all-Canadian Edmonton- 
fancouver route to the rich British 
Columbia and northwest United States 
market, and a second by Northwest Nat- 
ural Gas Company, which wants to export

No decision on these applications has 
been announced. 

Albertans must not lose sight of the 
fact that there is grave danger of United 
States companies taking the gas export 
ball right out of our hands, U.S. Com- 
panies are working faster and more 
diligently toward early transmission. 

It is imperative that we get an all- 
Canadian export route into operation as 
quickly as possible. . 

Alberta does not want to become a 
lame duck, secondary exporter—which it 
will surely become if a U.S. company 
builds a line to the Pacific Northwest 
ahead of us, and takes Alberta gas only 
@s a secondary source of supply.

Editor, Bulletin—The battle in 
Korea is suposed to be one in 
which the forces of democracy are 
pitted against the forces of ag- 
gression, But if newspaper ac- 
counts are correct, the U.N. forces 
have brought with them to Asia 
one of the most vicious, undemo- 
cratic of sentiments—that of 
racial antagonism.

I am referring specifically to 
the opprobrious term “gook”, 
now used commonly in reference 
to Koreans, A “gook” according 
to Time Magazine is the G.I. term 
for Koreans, both the northern 
and southern varieties.

To me it is incomprehensible 
that no attempt has been made 
by those who should know better, 
to curb sentiments like these. The 
present hostilities are viewed by 
millions of Asiatics already suse 
picious of white men's motives 
in Asia, They can hardly fail to 
notice the racial prejudice brought 
over literally in the very knape 
sacks of the U.N. soldiers, 

It all points to a deplorable 
lack of even an elementry know- 
jedge of-what the fighting is 
about. If the tentes of democracy 
ere to be spread to Asia by apos- 
tles such as these, one wonders 
what the future there will hold.

(Columnist Jack Scott is on a cross-Canada tour with his 
family in automobile and trailer—EDITOR). 


FOLLY LAKE, N.B.—We have 
the trailer parked now in the 
kind of location we dreamed 
about before starting out on the 
trip, but never quite found until 
now. 

Folly Lake is a. cold, spring- 
fed pond a few miles south of 
Moncton on the road to Halifax, 
our next stop.

Now take Uncle Sam. The west 
ward march of the American 
people from Atlantic to Pacifie 
was one of the most remarkable 
in all history.

No matter how solemn the 
treaty, arld how honest the intene 
tions of the white men who signe 
ed it, it was only a scrap of paper, 
For the great mass of white men 
and women kept right on coming.
